DxTRorr, Feb. 14.—^A special from 
Lyons says that the ice gorge is frozen 
solid to the depth of from five to ten 
feet. The river is still flowing through 
Main street. The merchants are build- 
ing trestle works to their stores, only to 
find their goods frozen in ice. The cold 
weather has settled the water nearly a 
foot, but made work almost impossible. 
Men working^ the water, are covered 
with ice. The first malls since Wednes- 
day, arrived to>day, being carried across 
the gorge below. 
Funilies who were 
driven from their homes without change 
of clothing, are returning. in boats 
thronghwindows, to find everything cov- 
ered with ice. 


A Three Bivers' special says that the 
water began rising again Saturday after- 
noon and this morning it is six inches 
higher than the great flood of 1869. 
Men were at work all night on the Lake 
Shore railroad track, which is only saved 
from being washed out by the severe 
freezing. 


ELKHABT, Ind., Feb. 14.—Saturday 
night a big washout occurred between 
here and Niles, on the Cincinnati, Wa- 
bash and Michigan railway, and in 
consequence trains are unable to pass.

WASHINOTON, Feb. 14.—The senate by 
a vote of thirty-five to seventeen has 
taken up the Cameron bill providing for 
ten new cruisers.

The Chinese Troops Are Massing and 
Preparing for War. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—A St Petersburg 
dispatch says that China is miiissing 
troops in Eashgar and Euldja and that 
3,000 men are already assembled' in 
those districts. 


Advices from Zanzibar state that the 
sultan has refused to comply with the 
demand of the Portugese government 
on Moseanbique to surrender the terri- 
tory claimed by Portugal, but recog- 
nized in the Anglo-German agreement 
with the sultan as belonging to Zanzibar 
and has referred the matter to friendly 
powers. Portugal has on this account 
ruptured diplomatic relations with the 
sultan and has hauled down the Por- 
tugese flag from the consulate at Zanzi- 
bar. In addition to this a number of 
Portugese men-of-war have proceeded to 
Tungi.

HOOSIER FAILÜRE. 


The Wholesale House of J. B. Falley & 
Co., Closed at Lafayette. 


LAFATETTB, Feb. 14.—The extensive 
wholesale hardware establishment of J. 
B. Falley, & Co., was taken possession 
of this afternoon by the sheriff on judg- 
ments confessed by the firm to about 
$16,000 of borrowed money. 


Judge Gresham has appointed David 
Murphy receiver of the assets of J. D. 
Falley & Co., boot and shoe manufac- 
turers, of Lafayette, Ind., whose liabili- 
ties are $170,000.

New York Star. 
"Judge David Tuipie, just elected 
United States senator from Indiana; is a 
man of somewhat marked personal pe- 
culiarities and of some attainmrata of 
which the general public is not aware. 
An ex-Hoosier editor talked to a <Sifar re- 
porter yeeterday 
concerning Senator 
Turpie. 
'His tongue,' said the inform- 
ant, 'bites worse .than an old cheese 
whenever in debate he resorts to satire. 
One may ask the first dozen lawyers he 
meets in Indianapolis whose is the most 
withering when wagging against an op- 
ponent, and the unanimous answer will 
be David Turpie's. 


" 'He is a man of small stature, very 
retiring in manner, and a bundle of 
nerves. His extreme nervousness comes 
probably from smoking, the only dissi- 
pation to which he is addicted. 
Few 
people know him except as he is seen 
and heard in the court room or in pub- 
lic assemblages. Up to two years ago 
had for many years been a worshipper, 
with all of isn eastern devotion, at the 
shrine of a wife whose superior in beauty, 
faithfnlness or 
accompliahments has 
never lived. 
Since her death Judge 
Turpie remains full as closely at h<nue 
after office hours in the companionship 
of a daughter, his only child. He might 
have been elected to congress any time 
these dozen years past had he but 
reached out his hand after the manner 
of politicians for the honor, but he could 
never be induced to attend any meeting 
with a view of seeking political prefer- 
ment 


" 'But it is in the field of Uterature 
that Judge Turpie should have positive 
renown, whereas in that sphere he is 
totally unknown. In 1884 an article ap- 
peared in an Indianapolis daily paper 
which created a marked sensation bv its 
strength and eloquence of diction. The 
article being unsigoed, discussions at 
once became rife as to the authorship. 
Hon. R. C. Bell, of Fort Wayne, a prom- 
inent lawyer and politician, who was ac- 
quainted with Judge Tnrpie's literary at- 
tainments, promptly made a bet of $100 
that David Turpie was the author of the 
article, his argunent being that there 
was not another man in Indiana capable 
of the piece of work. Jndge Turpie is 
more familiar with Shakespeare and all 
the standard poets and will have more 
apt quotations at his tongue's tip than 
all the other United States senators com- 
bined. I would wager something that a 
list of a dozen subjects may be written 
down, and that upon being applied to, 
Jndge Turpie could give a poetical quo- 
tation off-hand applying to each of the 
dczen subjects. His own pen is felici- 
tous in verse, thongh I doubt if he ever 
allowed his name appended to one in 
print 


" 'There will be a member of the sen- 
ate so conspicuous for evading notice 
until he rises to make himself heard. 
But whenever he does this he will not 
fail to command listeners, and the coun- 
try need not be surprised ere long at the 
phenomenon of reading something posi- 
tively original from a United States sen- 
ator.' "

REMINISCENCES

Charles Sumner's daily life, after he 
was reliered from domestic annoyances, 
was very simple. 
He resided iu his 
own hoQse» next to the Arlington Ho- 
tel and facing Lafayette square, which 
had been furnished under h s direction. 
The walls were 
almost covered with 
painting and rare engra\'iugs, and liis 
liljiary, although small in the numlter 
of volumes, contained many rare works. 


Mr. Sumner used to rise about seven, 
bathe, 
shave 
himself, and 
carefully 
dress for the duties of the day, with 
the exception of his coat, for which he 
would substitute a comfortable dress- 
ing gown. 
Then going into his study, 
or "den," as he often called it, which 
adjoined his bed-room, he would read 
the Washington and Baltimore 
morn- 
ing papers until the arrivial of his mail, 
brought from 
the Senate 
postoflca 
Scanning the 
budget 
£)f letters, he 
would pick out those which he recog- 
nized as from IjongfelloAv. Whittier, 
Bird, Phillips, Curtis, or other person- 
al friends, and read them before he 
went 
downstairs 
to 
l»reakfast. 
He 
always sat ut the north side of the 
laiire round table, where Jsis simple 
breakfast with its enp of exquisite t;^a 
was served. 
He had not drank cofleo 
for several yenrs prior to his death, 
but he was a connciisseur in teas and 


was familiar Avith th»* tlavor and tastes 
of 
'lie ch(«icest 
VHrietifs. 
While at 
breakfast he ii^ed to read the New York 
Kri ,,ni(( f o s i and the S})ringiield h'e- 
jni i'rnii ni i he 
day previous, with 
some ol' the many newsjiapers sent him 
from ai) parts of the country. 


^Viiile at tiie breakfast-tiible he u-^ed 
to ro<;eivc the visits of friends, and the 
room was o ten crowdod. 
His devoted 
friend. 
Wonnley. used also to come 
in to consult with him on his house- 
kee})ing arrangements, which he looked 
after with a careful eye. In a letter now 
before me, written when Mr. Sumner 
was last in Euroi)e. he said: 
"Pray 
tell Wormley to expcctt me at the end 
of the month. 
His friendly care will 
see that my small house is in order." 
Never was friendly care more devot- 
edly dis]dayed, and prominent among 
those of the African race who mani- 
festeil deej). unceasing gratitude to Mr. 
Sumner, \\ere Messrs. Wormley 
and 
J. B. Smith, of Bostoa 
I'nlike others, 
they never sought to use their friend 
as a pedestal for sell-exhibition. 


Mr. Sumner untloubtedly 
appeared 
to the greatest advautage in the eyes 
of his friends, no less than in those of 
strangers, at his own receptions, or at 
his dinner table. 
here he delighted to 
entertain a selei-t con)pany. 
He often 
received 
company, 
also, 
during 
the 
hours of the evening which he pro- 
posed to devote to study and 
original 
investigation. 
Friends, 
and 
often 
strangers, who wouhl call on him bo- 
tweet eight and ten iu 
the evening, 
would go away charmed by his con- 
versation enriched by interesting rem- 
iniscences and characteristic anecdotes, 
but they little knew that he-would have 
to take from sleep 
the time he 
had 
given to them, 
it w is thus often be- 
tween 1 and i! in tlie morning before he 
went to bed —often to sufler during a 
sleepless night. 
Often he retired to 
his study at 8 o'clock to work upon the 
edition of his works, but so numerous 
were his callers that he was almost al- 
ways persuaded to be iut(irrupted. 


Mr. Sumner's recrentions were very 
8im]>le. 
He was not fond of games. 
During the last fcNv years of his life, 
being unal'lc t.> walk much, he enjoyed 
evening rides. 
ciiiei dnorsion was 


in tlie stuiiv 
iMctiirc.s and rare works 
of art.

He was quaint, deep, graphic, 
sincere. 
Such 
is the 
verdict of his 
friends and neighbors who knew him 
most iniiniiftely before he became Pres- 
ident. 


" I heard him at his best,'' says Judfire 
Gould, of Kansas, "when few men could 
speak as he felt without faltering." 
It 
was an evening meeting on the public 
street north of the Planters' House, in 
Leavenworth. 
The 
crowd 
was large 
and noisy. 
It was directly on the heels 
of 
a terrible 
raid ui Missouri. 
The 
long, four-horse omnibus came over the 
"Big Muddy" on 
a 
flat-boat 
from the 
Missouri side, and w as driven rapidly 
to the hotel,

after 
a few mo- 
ments of rest, the 1 -qnfires w ere lighted 
and thousands congregated.

crowd of 
desperate, 
armed,

they formed around the s]ieaker's stand 
(on horse-back I forty or tifty dnep, on 
the up-hill side of the Planter's House 
platform 


The band 
played, 
and 
a tall man 
came out, with a soft felt hat. dressed 
in plain black, efectand animated, who 
was instantly recognized as 'Old Abe," 
and hearty cheers, with a few groans, 
greeted 
the 
speaker. 
The spectacle 
was inspiring to a few, and momentous 
to many. 
It might mean a fight, or it 
might mean renewed courage. 
I t cer- 
tainly meant tiiat u man stood on the 
edge of a oianl undertaking. 
He be- 
gan by remindiiig liis hearers of 
that 
harvest of bravery, 
that kind of 
fair 
play and a 
chance 
for a fair hearing 
that Western 
men 
had 
never denied 
and always res]>ected. 
He referred to 
that (Southern) hatred 
of 
cowardice 
that strikes one when unarmed or un- 
der his 
adversary, 
and 
that chivalry 
known even up among the rude moun- 
tains of his early home in Kentucky— 
where he hoped many of 
his hearers 
had hunted in the days of their boy- 
hood—the home of brave men and fair 
women—the home of fa r play and gen- 
erous manhood. 
O ver to the Western 
border had cowc the sons of Kentucky's 
best blood and irost daring young men 
in search of liomes — aud so he went on. 
earnestly, 
graphically, 
eloquently, 
gaining his hearers' sympathy, 
good 
will, and 
apj)lause 
until 
men swung 
their broa I hats in the air. crowded 
up near the platiorm, or broke out in 
strong 
sentences, like "He's 
right!" 
"We've been thar I" 
"Tell 
us some 
more of old Kaintuck ! " W h a t 
about 
Brown who wants the blacks?" 
"I'd 
fight for that man !" 
"(Jo on!'" 
"Give 
us more!" aud tue like, till Liincoln had 
no more fear, or 
reason to fear, than 
any of the 
armeil party before him. 
His speech was an inspiration in Leav- 
enworth. 
It liraced 
up 
the settlers, 
quieted 
the raiders, encouraged free 
thought, and endeared him to the peo- 
ple, as his s))eeches did to all audiences. 
It proved that he was a master of men 
and a master of oratory, the art 
that 
comes l)y surprise, captures the will, 
and convinces the judgment.
